Inventory  limitations  placed  by  the 
War  Food  Administration  on  industrial 
users  of  oil  of  peppermint  will  be  changed 
by  the  amendment  of  WFO  81  <  formerly 
FDO  81,  amendment  1).  The  amend- 
ment will  become  effective  June  30,  1944. 

The  order  issued  January  1,  1944,  and 
effective  retroactively  to  November  1, 
1943,  contained,  among  other  provisions, 


an  inventory  limitation  clause  prohibit- 
ing any  user  of  oil  of  peppermint  from 
acquiring  a  quantity  of  such  material 
which,  together  with  his  stock  on  hand, 
would  provide  an  inventory  of  oil  of 
peppermint  in  excess  of  the  unused  bal- 
ance of  his  annual  quota  for  the  12- 
month  period  ending  September  30,  1944.

The  War  Food  Administration  an- 
nounced today  an  increase  in  oil  of  pep- 
permint quotas  for  nearly  all  industrial 
users  of  this  product.  Increased  pro- 
duction has  made  larger  quotas  possible. 

Effective  October  1,  1944,  the  quotas 


are  increased  as  follows:  Manufacture  of 
chewing  gum  from  70  to  80  percent; 
manufacture  of  confectionery  from  70  to 
80  percent;  manufacture  of  pharmaceu- 
tical preparations  from  100  to  110  per- 
cent; manufacture  of  dentifrices  from 
75  to  85  percent;  and  manufacture  of 
miscellaneous  articles  from  70  to  80  per- 
cent.  (The  quota  base  period  is  the  year 


1941,  but  allocations  are  on  a  calendar 
quarter  basis) . 

All  industrial  users  affected  by  WFO 
81  may  use  the  increased  quotas  with- 
out further  application  to  WFA.  Men- 
thol manufacturers  must  still  obtain  al- 
locations of  the  oil  upon  application  to 
the  Director  of  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration.

(For  Trade  and  Summary) 

Washington,  July  23,  1945 

Industrial  Users  of  Oil  of  Peppermint 
will  be  permitted  to  acquire  75  percent 
of  their  1945-46  quotas  between  July  24, 
1945  and  September  30,  1945,  as  a  result 
of  action  taken  La  Amendment  No.  6  to 
WFO  81,  issued  today  by  the  U.  S.  De- 
partment of  Agriculture. 

The  current  order  contains,  among 
other  provisions,  an  inventory  limitation 


clause  prohibiting  any  user  from  acquir- 
ing a  quantity  which,  together  with  his 
stock  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  a 
year,  would  provide  an  inventory  of  oil 
of  peppermint  in  excess  of  his  annual 
quota  for  any  12-month  period  ending 
September  30.  The  order  thereby  re- 
strained users  from  acquiring  any  por- 
tion of  their  1945-46  quota  before  Octo- 
ber 1,  1945.  Last  year  an  amendment, 
similar  to  the  one  just  issued,  allowed

WFO  81,  effective  September  13,  1943, 


was  issued  to  insure  equitable  distribu- 
tion of  a  short  supply  of  Oil  of  Pepper- 
mint for  civilian  and  military  claimants. 
Subsequent  amendments  were  made  as 
increased  supplies  made  it  possible  to 
relax  restrictions. 
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
